CHICAGO, March 3.—Eli Daiches, 


advertising agency head, was killed 
today with a shotgun as he sat in 
his auto on the south lake front 
drive. 

Daiches, 44 years old, was shot to 
death as his Negro chauffeur stop- 
ped in traffic. A car containing 
two men drew alongside. One got 
out, walked to the Daiches car, put 
a gun at the rear glass window, and 
shot. He re-entered his own car 
car ran back to a hotel and called 
which sped away. 

Unhurt, the driver of Daiches’ 
police. There, in Daiches’ apart- 
ment, were Miss Lucille Osborn, a 
nurse, and C. J. Cronin of Wichita, 
Kan., a salesman and friend of Miss 
Osborn. 

Sees Auto Disappear. | 

They told police they heard the 
‘shooting, rushed to the ‘window and 
saw the slayers’ car disappear. Miss 
Osborn told police she was engaged 
by Mrs. Belle Daiches, the widow, 
two weeks ago when Mrs. Daiches 
left for Palestine. Daiches, she 
said, was suffering from a recent 
tooth extraction. 
Daiches headed the Thomas M. 
Bowers Advertising Agency. No ex- 
planation of the killing was offered 
by his employes or his household. 
The authorities recalled that in 
January, 1933, Daiches had been at- 
tackedeand severely wounded in his 
office. He told them a gunman 
had beaten him, and he suffered a 
fractured skul] and other injuries. 
At that time he could give no rea- 
son for the attack. 

In Chicago Daiches was a mem- 
ber of the Art Institute, Chicago 
Historical Society, Field Museum of 
Natural History, and the Jewish 
Charities. 

Naturalized in 1927. 

A brother, Dr. Samuel Daiches, is 
a leading English barrister with of- 
fices in London. His father, Rabbi 
Israel Daiches, lives in London, and 
police were told Daiches had plan- 
ned to join his wife there in June. 
Daiches was born in Prussia. He 
came to the United States in 1910 
and was naturalized in 1927. He had 
headed the Bowers agency for 10 
years. He was graduated from Chi- 
cago Kent College of Law, and also 
studied at Hamilton College of Law 
in 1912. He was married to Belle 
Turner fin Chicago in 1916. 

The investigators evinced interest 
in a plain, white card signed “Clar- 
ice” on which was written: “In 
memory of the happy times we've 
had together.” It bore a Min- 
neapolis address. The officers said 
it was not designated whether the 
message was for Mr. or Mrs. 
Daiches. Another letter from an 
attorney threatened suit unless $68 
were paid by Mrs. Daiches for the 
services of a maid. 


FOUR PUT TO DEATH IN WAR

Families of French Corpocrals 
Awarded Damages of One Franc

PARIS, March 3.—Four French 


Army Corporals, shot to death dur- 
ing the war by their own comrades 
for failure to obey orders, were vin- 
dicated today—16 years too late. 
Their families were awarde 
damages of one franc (six and a 
half cents) each by a special court 
of military justice which declared 
they had been unjustly executed.

WASHINGTON, March 3.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today issued an ex- 
ecutive order ‘o make possible 
speedy disciplinary action against 
employers under codes whe inter- 
fere with union efforts of their 
workers or who seek to press them 
into company unions. To this end, 
also, the National Labor Board 
membership was increased. 

What the President provided was 
to state the right of the Labor 
Board to send any case of an em- 


ployer refusing to deal with his 

workers or to allow them freedom 

in selecting representatives to the 

Department of Justice for prosecu- 

tion or the Compliance Board of 

NRA. The latter was required to 

take steps for compliance only, 

without making any review of the 

Labor Board findings. 

In the past, notably in the E. G. 
Budd Manufacturing Co. case from 
Philadelphia, the Compliance Unit 
has reviewed Labor Board act:. 
postponing ultimate decisions. 

The new appointments to the 
board by the President brought in 
as vice-chairman Clay Williams, to- 
bacco magnate, and Leon Marshall, 
Johns Hopkins economist. Ernest 
Draper of Brooklyn, Henry Denni- 
son, Massachusetts manufacturers, 
and Gerard Swope were added to 
the industrial. members, giving the 
board a total of 13 members, who 
will be divided into panels so that 
some will be present at all times. 
Swope was on the board before, but 
withdrew recently. 

Immediately on publication of the 
order, Senator Wagner (Dem.), 
New York, Labor Board chairman, 
called four companies to show 
cause week after next why they 
should not be cited for discipline, 
each case involving either alleged 
refusal to deal with unions or 
charges of discrimination against 
union men. 

The companies Wagner cited 
were: Harriman Hosiery Mills, 
Harriman, Tenn.; A. Roth & Co., 
Chicago; Dresner & Son, Inc., Chi- 
cago, with two subsidiaries; and 
Patrick, Inc., Duluth, Minn. 

Criticism of Wagner Bill. 

The presidential labor order coin- 
cided with issuance by two national 
organizations of attacks on the new 
bill by which, Senator Wagner 
would give the Labor Board sweep- 
ing power in.the handling of indus- 
trial disputes. James A. Emery, 
counsel of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, called it “the 
most amazing legislative proposal” 
he had seen in 30 years, and one 
which “ignores every fundamental 
concept of legal rights and reme- 
dies.” Milder criticism issued from 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. The directors of the 
chamber adopted a resolution 
which said in part that “we oppose 
the use by governmental agencies 
of means for enforcing orders or 
regulations relating to employment 
not contemplated or provided for 
in the Industrial Recovery Act.” 

They took that action after Fred 
H. Clausen, president of the Van 
Brunt Manufacturing Co. of Hori- 
con, Wis., told them the Wagner 
bill would give the Labor Board 
powers “foreign to the original pur- 
pose of the code program.” 

The new executive order amend- 
ed an earlier one to specify that 
the Labor Board could in its dis- 
cretion send cases directly to the 
Attorney-General for prosecution. 
It had done so with the Weirton 
Steel Co. case, but the action had 
been questioned in view of the ear- 
lier orders requiring that unsettled 
cases be referred to NRA. Until 
now the NRA Compliance Board 
has taken Labor Board cases and 
made an administrative inquiry of 
the facts before attempting to se- 
cure compliance. This process will 
now be eliminated. 

: The President’s Order. — 
The President’s order follows: 
“Executive order number 6580 of 

February 1, 1934, is hereby amended 

by striking out paragraph number- 

ed two thereof and inserting in its 
stead the following paragraph: 

“2. Whenever the National Labor 
Board shall find that an employer 
has interfered with the Board’s con- 
duct of an election or bas declined 
to recognize or bargain collectively” 
with a representative or representa- 
tives of the employes adjudged by 
the Board to have been selected in 
accordance with section seven (a) 
(collective bargaining provision) or 
has otherwise violated or is refus- 
ing to comply with said section 
seven (a), the Board, in its discre- 
tion, may report such findings end 
make appropriate recommendations 
to the Attorney-General ‘or to the 
Compliance Division of the Nation- 
al Recovery istration. The 
Compliance n shall not re- 
view the findings of the Board, but 
it shall have power, to take appro- 
priate action based thereon.”

Two large downtown gatherings 
yesteraay celebrated “Recovery 
Day,” marking the end of the first 
year of President Roosevelt’s ad- 
ministration. The New Deal, the 
progress of 12 months, and the 
promise of complete restoration of 
prosperity, were the themes of 
speeches at a luncheon at Hotel 
Jefferson and a meeting in the City 
Hall rotunda. 

Downtown stores held special Re- 
covery day sales, employing about 
2200 extra salespeople for the ay, 
and reported a large volume of 
business. . 

The luncheon at the Jefferson 
was attended by more than 1500 
men and women, filling the main 
banquet hall, or gold room, and 
dining rooms on the second and 
first floors. 

At the City Hall meeting, Boy 
and Girl Scouts, CWA workers and 
other groups filled the central 
standing space and lined the stair- 
way and the balcony rails of the 
three upper floors. 

Mayor in Leading Role. 

Mayor Dickmann and City Coun- 
selor Hay took leading roles, and 
employes of the Democratic city ad- 


ministration were a considerable 


part of both the crowds, but the 
speaking was largely non-partisan, 
}and one of the heartiest demonstra- 
tions of the day was evoked by the 
speech of Henry W. Kiel, former 
Republican Mayor, at the luncheon. 

Delay in starting the luncheon, 
due to the size of the crowd, and 
the necessity of starting the speak- 
ing for radio purposes at 1 p. m., 
caused the meal, for which the 
lunchers paid $1.25 each, to be di- 
vided into two parts, with the final 
course served after the speaking 
was over. Kiel, in his brief speech, 
referred to this as “holding the 
feed-bag in front of you.” 

Rabbi F. M. Isserman of Temple 
Israel, in his invocation, said: 

“A year ago today, clouds of 
gloom covered the nation. Catas- 
trophe and chaos seem shrouded in 
them. Now the clouds are dis- 
pelled, and on the horizon the dawn 
heralding a new day is visible. The 
New Deal must have found favor in 
Thy sight. It brought a new spirit 
of service, a revived piety of moral 
cleansing.” 

Frank K. Harris and John J. 
Nangle, as preliminary speakers, 
preceded Thomas N. Dysart, new 
president of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who introduced the other 
speakers. Dr. Robert Emmet Kane 
made a fervent address, on the 
theme of leadership in historical 
crises of the United States with 
tributes to Washington, Lincoln, 
Theodore Roosevelt and Woodrow 
Wilson as men, chosen seemingly 
by a higher wisdom than that of 
men, for meeting situations of des- 
perate need. He then spoke of 
President Roosevelt as one brought 
to his present position “not by 
chance, but by the hand of Al- 
mighty Ged, to make the voice of 
the forgotten man heard.” He paid 
a tribute to Mayor Dickmann, 
whom he introduced.

Dr. Dean’s Calm Broken. 

The stoic calm Dr. Dean had 
maintained almost throughout the 
trial gave way and she groped her 
way to a waiting room where she 
broke into sobs. Half an hour lat- 
er, however, she v *s composed and 
smiling as she returned to the 
stand before presiding Judge 8. F. 
Davis for sentence. 

“The jury has found you guilty 
of murder and fixed your punish- 
ment,” Judge Davis said. “It now 
becomes my duty to sentence you 
to spend the rest of your natural 
life at hard labor in the State peni- 
tentiary. That is the verdict of the 
jury. I have no discretion in the 
matter.” 

Judge Davis asked if she had any- 
thing to say. Dr. Dean, the smile 
suddenly gone, looked at her at- 
torneys, then shook her head, keep- 
ing silent. 

“You are under a $10,000 bond, so 
I am going to let you go home un- 
til 2 o’clock,” the court said. 

Retrial Hearing June 2. 

Preliminary arguments on the 
new trial motion were heard dur- 
ing the afternoon when Judge 
Davis tentatively set a further hear- 
ing for June 2, at Indianola, Miss. 
Over strenuous State objections, the 
Court decreed that Dr. Dean should 
remain free on her $10,000 indict- 
ment bond, pending action on the 
motion. Her attorneys told the 
Court she was ill, suffering from a 
chronic stomach ailment. 

In a prepared statement handed 
out tonight, Dr. Dean thanked her 
attorneys “for their untiring efforts 
in my behalf throughout this perse- 
cution.” She then went into retir.- 
ment at the home of relatives here. 

In sharp contrast to the, recep- 
tion by Dr. Dean, her relatives and 
attorneys, of the verdict, members 
of the Kennedy family, which had 
employed special prosecutors to 
aid the District Attorney. in press- 
ing the murder ‘charge against the 
36-year-old baby specialist, ex- 
pressed pleasure at the jury’s find- 
ing. 

Divorced Wife’s Reception. 

Mrs. Bessie Barry Kennedy, di- 
vorced wife of the dead surgeon, 
threw her arms around the District 
Attorney in joy and pushed for- 
ward to shake hands warmly with 
the jurors and Judge Davis. She 
had told the jury on the stand that 
Dr. Dean broke up her home. 

“It’s the happiest moment of my 
life,” said Dr. Barney Kennedy, 
brother of the dead man, as he 
held his arms around his aged 
parents, who wept and smiled at.

Mrs. Lil- 
lian Holley, woman Sheriff of Lake 
County, from whose custody he es- 
caped, said: “If I ever see John 
Dillinger, I'll shoot him with my 
own pistol.” | 

“John the Whittler,” was the way 
fellow prisoners referred to Dil- 
linger, held for trial March 12, on 
a charge of murdering William 
Patrick O’Malley, East Chicago po- 
liceman,; killed Jan. 15, in a holdup 
of the First National Bank of East 
Chicago. Dillinger was charged 
with killing O’Malley with a ma- 
chine gun. Seventeen witnesses 
had identified him and the State 
asserted he was certain to go to 
the electric chair. 
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\ Dillinger’s whittling caused only 
casual comment from guards and 
fellow prisoners. Apparently it

He then forced Blunk to call the 
five guards on duty in the jail, and 
one at a time, he disarmed them 
and locked them in a cell. Guard 
Ernest Baar, who was off duty, was 
asleep on the third floor of the jail, 
armed with a .45 caliber pistol and 
21 rounds of ammunition. He failed 
to. awaken, as Dillinger locked up 
the guards in such a manner that 
they could not reach alarm signals 
scattered throughout the jail. Had 
they reached any of the signals, 
Baar would have been awakened 
the clamor and might have 
killed Dillinger. 

With the guards all locked up, 
and others outside unaware of the 
situation, Dillinger forced Blunk 
to accompany him, shouting to Jel- 
lenek as he left, “Come on, Harry, 
let’s go.” : 

“Go to hell,” _replied Jellenek, 
“TI wouldn’t walk two feet with 
you.” 

Machine Guns Seized. 


Dillinger, Youngblood and Blunk 
went to the Warden’s office, which 
was untenanted, and the outlaw 
seized two machine guns, the only 
weapons of that type owned by the 
Sheriff's office. 


Then, the group, with Blunk in 
front of the machine gun, began 
a slow and careful march to free- 
dom. 

To the jail kitchen, Dillinger pro- 
ceeded, there encountering Mrs. 
Irene. Baker, matron and cook. 
“Be a good little girl,” Dillinger 
said, “and we won’t kill you.” The 
woman obeyed and down to the 
jail garage marched the outlaws 
and their hostage. 


There were several cars in the ga- 
rage, but all were locked, and Dil- 
linger, unable to start one to make 
a getaway, carefully tore out the 
ignition wires in each. 

Then, the group left the jail and 
proceeded to the main street pub- 
lic garage, nearby, quietly entering 
the back door. 


“Dillinger’s Loose.” 
Mrs. Holley lost no time in pur- 
suit of Dillinger.

Orders Three Prisoners Be Shot If 
Lima Break Is Attempted.

LIMA, O., March 3.—Sheriff Don 
Sarber was ordered tonight to 
“shoot the prisoners” if John Dil- 
linger makes an attempt to liber- 
ate his henchmen in the Allen Coun- 


ty jail and it looks as though the 
attempt might be successful. 

“It’s a strong order,” commented 
Prosecutor E. M. Botkin, who is- 
sued it, “but they are not going 
to get out of here.” 

Sandbag barricades were thrown 
up about the prison where the Dil- 
linger .henchmen, Harry Pierpont, 
Charles Makley and Russell Clark, 
are awaiting. trial for first degree 
murder in the killing of Sheriff 
Jesse Sarber last Oct. 12. 

It was the memory of that killing 
—a bold invasion of the jatl, slay- 
ing of the Sheriff and release of 
Dillinger from a cell—that caused 
officials here to double their guard. 
Pierpont, alleged “trigger mar.” 
in the Sarber killing, goes on trial 
Tuesday. His attorneys and Pros- 
ecutor E. M. Botkin and Sheriff 
Don Sarber, son of the slain offi- 
cial, were on a mission to Crcwn 
Point, Ind., to obtain Dillinger’s 
deposition for the trial when Dil- 
linger escaped today, 

Brigadier - General Harold M. 
Bush of the Ohio National Guard, 
assigned to organize the force to 
guard the jail, when the three were 
brought here following their cap- 
ture with Dillinger at Tucson, Ariz., 
ordered additional ‘machine gun 
nests to be built and the sandbag 
barricade to be thrown wp. 

Machine gun nests are manned _.:

the jail. Another machine gun 
stands at the end of the corridor 
that leads past the cells of the three 
gangsters.

MORGENTHAU QUESTIONS BANKS 
ON THE CREDIT CONDITIONS 


Seeks Information on Needs of 
Business for Five Year 
Loans 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Seek- 
ing information on the demand for 
capital funds, Secretary -of the 
Treasury Morgenthau has tele- 
graphed 112 selected banks for re- 
ports on credit conditions. He de- 
clined to make public the text of 
his messages, but the telegram was 
said to ask for a report on the 
need of commercial and manufac- 
turing houses for credit of the five- 
year type. 

The banks, covering every area of 
the country, also were asked to say 
what effect supplying such capital 
credit would have on employment 
and industrial revival. 

The information was sought in 
connection with the project of Eu- 
gene Black, Governor of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Baord, for establish- 
ing a chain of intermediate indus- 
trial banks to meet long term credit 
needs of business, especially heavy 
industries. 

The proposal has been discussed 
with President Roosevelt but no 
final dcision has been reached. 


LONDON PAPER PRAISES 
ROOSEVELT’S FIRST YEAR 


Observer Declares His “Moral 
Achievement Is Clear and 
Lasting.” 

LONDON, March 3—The Ob- 
server, a Conservative newspaper, 
said editorially today: 

“President Roosevelt celebrates 
his first anniversary in office. It 
is unknown to American experience 
that a President’s prestige should 
survive one year intact.. But Roose- 
rvelt is something new in American 
experience.

Four men, indicted with Throop 
on charges of conspiracy to solicit 
bribes, are scheduled to go on trial 
tomorrow before Circuit Judge 
Mudge at Belleville. The case was 
continued from last Monday, when 
Throop, scheduled to be the State’s 
star witness, changed his mind and 
refused to testify. 

Those Awaiting Trial. 

Those awaiting trial are Frank

ADMITS KILLING WIFE AFTER

Illinoisan Says He Shot Her Be-

TAYLORVILLE, Ill, March 3— 
State’s Attorney John Coale of 
Christian County announced tonight 
that Hollis Butterfield, 26-year-old 
letter carrier, had admitted that he 
shot and killed his wife last Oct. 22 
as she lay asleep in her home 10 
miles south of here because he was 
“in love with another woman.”

CHICAGO, March 3—With 35, 
000,000 in new money, the world’s 
fair is booming with preparations 
for ite 1934 edition. 

Although the opening date, June 
1, is three months away, the exposi- 
tion’s 424 acres along Chicago's lake 
front already have been trans- 
formed from a.“ghost city” of the 
winter months into a zone bustling 
with construction activity. 
| Rrom Rufus C. Dawes and Maj. 
Lenox R. Lohr, the commanding 
generals of the fair, came predic- 
tions today that its second: season's 
rnu of five months or. more would 
be equally as successful as it was 
in 1933. 

Incidentally, Lohr pointed out, 
only about 10,000,000 visitors will be 


“out of the red” and on a money- 
making basis. There were 22,450,000 
paying visitors last year. 

“Contracts with concessionaires 
last year were such that we couldn’t 
stop some of the productions that 
visitors might consider objection- 
able,” one of the exposition officials 
said, “but this year weve got new 
contracts. 

“Any concessionaire who attempts 
to include a fan dancer or any 
similar entertainment on his pro- 
gram will find himself outside the 
grounds.” 


Several additional states and per- 
haps one new nation—Russia—are 
expected to be among the exhibi- 
tors. The Russian Government has 
been reported planning an exhibit 
to tell the story of the 16-year-old 
Soviet republic and to trace the 
progress of the first and second 
five-year plans, 

The biggest of the new exhibits 
will be Henry Ford’s. He has con- 
tracted for 11 acres of exhibit 
space. The smallest application 
was received from Mrs. Alma Ek- 
lund, asking for two square feet, 
but not naming the product she 
wished to display. Fair officials 
said the Ford exhibit would cost 
$1,000,400. 

One of the innovations of the 
fair will be a substitute for the 
rays of the star Arcturis, which 
turned on the lights of the exposi- 
tion every night during the 1933 
run. Tentative plans have been 
made for use of a radio beam from 
the Byrd Exposition at the South 
Pole. 

In its first showing, the fair was 
officially a Century of Progress, 
commemorating the incorporation 
of Chicago as a village. This is 
the 10lst year since that date, but

ROME, March 3.—The Council of 
Ministers today approved the crea- 


tion of an Istituto Cotoniero Italinao 
—or Italian cotton institute—to pur- 
chase cotton for manufacture and 
regulate the production and sale 
prices of cloth made of cotton or 
cotton mixtures: The institute also 
would seek markets for the prod- 
uct. 

The Cabinet has thus founded a 
Government institute through 
which it is believed all sales of 
American cotton eventually must 
pass. The following communique 
was issued: 

“Although the crisis in the cot- 
ton industry is grave, it is believed 
the creation of a central organ to 
increase the rhythm of production 
and give direction to the commer- 
cial currents will produce favorable 
results, especially in regard to mar- 


ket sales.” 


FARM PRODUCTS UP 2 POINTS 


Advance in General Level of Prices 
Feb. 7 to 14. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, March 3.-—-An 
increase of 2 points in the general 
level of farm product prices from 
Feb. 7-to Feb. 14 was reported to- 


day by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. Prices farmers paid 
for commodities were unchanged. 
At 75 per cent of the pre-war aver- 
age, farm prices were only one 
point less than they were last July, 
but with that exception were the 
highest since August, 1931, 

Prices of cotton, hogs, cattle, but- 
terfat and apples increased during 
the week, while prices of wheat, 
tobacco, potatoes,. chickens and 
eggs declined slightly. In per cent 
of the 1910-1914 average of 100, the 
index of prices of farm products 
on Feb. 14 was 75, compared with 
70 on Jan. 15 and 49 at depression 
low point in February, 1933. The 
level of prices paid by farmers was 
1175 per cent of the pre-war aver- 
age, compared with 101 in Febru- 

ary, 1933. The index of purchasing 
oie dd of farm products was 64, 31

The President and His Principal Advisers 


Unemployment Remains Country’s 
Most Serious Problem Although 
Millions Have Be een Put to Work

HE Roosevelt administration tomorrow 
T rounss out its first year. By any test, 

the period has* been one of the most 
remarkable in American history. New men 
have come to the front; new economic ideas 
are the commonplace of political discussion. 
We are on the way —somewhere. No man 
ean tell the destination. It is not the pur- 
pose of this article. to pass Judgment on the 
Roosevelt policies; appraisal must await the 
further maturing of results. Perhaps in six 
months it will be possible, for example, to 
state with finality the effect of the new mone- 
tary policies on the national welfare; perhaps 
not for a year. It is not possible now. 


The same is true, in greater or less degree, 
of the other experiments of the government— 
the regimentation of industry; the payment 
of bonuses for the curtailment of farm pro- 
duction; the employment of great public 
works funds in a “priming” operation to re- 
vive industry; the lavish use of government 
credit to aid mortgage debtors and shore up 
the business and financial structure; the ef- 
fort, through security and stock market regu- 
lation to prevent the flow of capital into sur- 
plus-producing plants—and so on through a 
long series of plans and policies, some direct- 
ed to immediate recovery, some to a perma- 
nently “planned” social organization. 


These plans and policies did not spring full- 
grown into being on the fourth of March, 
1933. They have developed gradually, under 
the compulsion of unfolding events. The pro- 
gram, in general, has been one of opportun- 
ism; as its champions would say, of enlight- 
ened opportunism. 


A Presidential Simile. 
HE best description of the way in which 
T the administration has functioned is one 

given by the President himself at a con- 
ference with the reporters. He likened the 
country’s progress to that of a football team 
driving toward a goal; he himself was like the 
quarterback, whose choice of a play at any 
given time must depend on the outcome of 
the preceding play. 

One thing is abundantly clear: We are 

treading at the moment the path of economic 
nationalism. The National Recovery Admin- 
istration, our -monetary policies, and more 
especially the Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration, with its efforts to limit farm 
production, are all taking us along this road. 
How far we shall continue upon it remains to 
be seen. ~* : 
Last summer’s world economie conference 
at London, around which had centered high 
hopes of arrangements for the revival: of in- 
ternational trade, was wrecked on the rock 
of President Roosevelt’s refusal to agree to 
currency stabilization, because of its possible 
interference with his campaign to raise com- 
modity prices at home. 

Our progress toward nationalism has been 
accompanied with, and made easier. by, a 
resurgence of Nationalist feeling in Congress. 
This has expressed itself in a hardened atti- 
tude against a reopening of the war-debt 


question and in a disposition to appropriate 


freely for the Navy. Disarmament as a pol- 
icy, if not forgotten, has been pushed for the 
time being into the background. 
W of the Roosevelt Administration has 
for its purpose the raising of com- 
modity prices. In pursuit of this purpose the 
Administration took the country off the gold 
standard and devalued the dollar. The activi- 
ties of the NRA; of the AAA, of the Public 
Works Administration through the disburse- 
ment of its huge fund, of the Federal Reserve 
Board in its open market operations, of the 
release of frozen bank deposits through gov- 
ernment loans, have all been directed to this 
end. The object is to raise prices in the ex- 
pectation that thereby business recovery and 


the re-employment of the jobless millions will 
be brought about. 


The Problem of Jobs. 


How to provide work for the unemployed 
is the outstanding problem before the ad- 
ministration. Figures given later in this 
article show that there is today an army of 
more than 10,000,000 without jobs in private 
industry. 

Another of the many problems before the 
President is that of keeping the economies 
that he made last spring, under the emergency 
economy act, from being wiped out by-a Con- 
gress, eager, as always, to show its solicitude 
for the war veterans. Of the estimated sav- 
ing of $470,000,000 in veterans’ benefits,

Index figures used by the Federal Reserve 
Board in its monthly bulletins form an au- 
thoritative guide to the extent of the business 
recovery since March 4 last. With the aver- 
age for 1923-25 taken as 100, the index of 
industrial production, adjusted for seasonal 
variations, wa: 60 last March. By January 
of this year it had reached 78 and a further 
increase was predicted for February. 


Looking at Statistics. " 
Statistics from other official sources show 
that freight traffic in net ton miles for 1933 
increased 6.2 per cent over 1932, but declined 
19.1 per cent under 1931. Retail food prices 
(based on 100 for 1913) are estimated to 
have increased from 94.8 in January, 1933, 
to 105.8 in January, 1934.

He said on the same occasion: ‘Ever since 
last March the definite policy of the Govern- 
ment has been to restore commodity price lev- 
els. The object has been the attainment of 
such a level as will enable agriculture and in- 


dustry once more to give work to the unem-' 


ployed. It has been to make possible the 
payment of public and private debts more 
nearly at the price level at which they were 
incurred.”’ 

Though the bvisiden! has never definitely 
said so, it is generally assumed, from state- 
ments by Administration spokesmen, that the 
objective is the price level of 1926. 

It was for the purpose of raising commodi- 
ty prices that the administration took. the 
United States off the gold standard in the 
spring of 1933, and the same purpose was 
behind the gold-purchase policy. The Presi- 
dent’s devaluation of the gold content of the 
dollar to 59.06 per cent of its old weight was 
a further step in commodity price controf 
through currency management. 


U. S. Action Unique. 


In one significant respect, as shown in an 
article in these columns Feb. 11, the dollar- 
devaluation action of the United States was 
unique. The post-war devaluations of cur- 
rencies in Europe were in recognition of ex- 
isting facts; the devaluation of the dollar to 
a point lower than its value in foreign ex- 
change and the creation of a $2,000,000,000 
“stabilization fund” to keep the value down 
were for the purpose of creating a new price 
level. 

The gold-purcHase plan was based on Prof. 
George F. Warren’s theory of a definite re- 
lationship between the price of gold and the 


general commodity price level. Whatever may 


be the merits of this theory, and whatever 
its application might have accomplished over 
a longer period of time, it is hardly disputa- 
ble that the plan did not produce the desired 
results during the. period of its independent 
operation, before ft was absorbed into the 
larger . gold-buying - and  dollar-devaluation 
policy announcéd by the President on Jan. 
31. 

In a speech at Philadelphia, after the gold- 
purchase plan had been effective for about 
two months, Prof. Warren sought to show that 
the rise in the price of gold had produced a 
corresponding rise in commodity prices. He 
cited increases in the prices of 15 selected 
commodities—some of them commodities en- 
tering largely into world trade and, therefore, 
peculiarly influenced by foreign-exchange; 
fluctuations. But, unfortunately for bis the- 
sis, the Department of Labor's index number 
for the general commodity price-level—a num-

The 70.4-point level for the week ending 
Dec. 23 represented an increase of 10.8 points 
from the March 4 low—59.6. 

The price index at the end of the year was 
70.8 and by the middle of February it had 
risen to 73.383—that is, 13.7 points above the 
March 4, 1933, index. 


Warren Theory Refuted. 


Many economists, including those of the 
Brookings Institution, maintain that the fig- 
ures as to commodity prices and the price of 
gold prove there is little or no correspondence 
between the two, or, in other words, that the 
commodity price level cannot be fixed or con- 
trolled by progressive changes in the price of 
gold. The Warren theory, in this view, is 
“‘without scientific validity.” 

The dollar was cast adrift on foreign ex- 
changes by the executive order of the Presi- 
dent on April 20, which made absolute the 
partial embargo on gold exports imposed on 
March 10. The April order was followed, as 
the Brookings Institution points out, by an 
immediate and substantial depreciation of the 
dollar exchange—that is, it took more dollars 
to buy a given amount of gold, or, conversely 
the price of gold rose. 

Under the Warren theory there should have 
been a rise in the commodity price level com- 
mensurate with the rise in the price of gold. 
But the statistics show that against a maxi- 
mum rise in the gold price amounting to 65 
per cent during the seven months following. 
April 20, there. was a maximum rise in com- 
modity prices of only about 20 per cent. 


Speculation Soon Spent. 

For three months of this period, or until 
the middle of July, speculative influences pro- 
duced a rapid rise in the prices of many im- 
portant commodities and in the general whole- 
sale price index. The latter reached a point 
just under 70 in July and thereafter fluctu- 
ated in a narrow range to the end of the year./a 
Clearly, speculation had spent its force. The 
failure of the price level to make any sub- 
stantial upward advance after the first spurt 
induced by inflation was followed by the adop- 
tion of a policy of active depreciation of the 
dollar, first through the gold-buying plan 
and then, on Jan. 31, by reduction of the gold 
content of the dollar. _.

After the war 
was over, we paid Spain $20,000,000 for 
the islands. Of course, that price was 
robbery or worse, but Spain was helpless, 
go it had to take it, or there would huve 
been more fireworks. This being the 
case, why aren’t the Spanish-American 
War veterans entitled to their share of 
the loot? They deserve a pension, wound- 
ed or not wounded. 

We sent marines to Nicaragua a few 
years ago to protect some capitalistic in- 
terests down there.

ERE is the life story of Bertrand du 

Guesclin, the most celebrated French 

warrior of the fourteenth century. It | 
may be recommended without hesitation asa 
great tale greatly told—that is to say, with 
a glowing sense of the enduring human val- 
ues involved. 

It has been said that all human stories 
may be classified as to plot under less than 
a score of heads; and perhaps the palm for 
universality of interest must go to the “ugly 
duckling” motif, for reasons not obscure. 
The common lot is one of frustrate yearn- 
ing. To most men and women, life cannot 
but seem unjust in the distribution of re- 
wards, for it is in the genius of the race to 
aspire, but, lacking gifts or opportunity or 
both, most cannot do the things they dream. 

The “ugly duckling” story yields vicarious 
triumph to those who, through the vague 
indignity of fate, somehow never “get the 
breaks.” The fable is profoundly democrat- 
ic in the only sense that matters, and its 
truth is in the emphasis it lays upon po- 
tential greatness in the common. Crudely 
told, the tale is hokum;\in its subtler ver- 

sions, it achieves sublimity—as in the Lin- 
coln legend, for example. 

The immediacy of appeal in the present 
story is attributable to this motif. The ill- 
favored son of a provincial family of the 
lessér nobility, neither rich nor influential, 
scorned in boyhood by his brothers and even 
his mother, Bertrand, by virtue of a stout 
heart and a sympathetic love and under- 
standing of common men—himself from the 
first to last “as common as an old shoe’— 
rises to greatness in all men’s eyes, and dies 
beloved and honored even by his foes. The 
scorned boy becomes Constable of France; 
the ugly duckling becomes the eagle. Hap- 
pily, the tale is true, unless all chronicles 
and legends err. And since greatness in the 
eyes of men is not enough to make the vic- 
tory complete, Bertrand also knew the love

It 
is not laissez-faire. The present situation is obvi- 
ously one which calls for social control. It is not 
Socialism. Individual initiative and freedom of en- 
terprise are ufiimpaired. It is not a plot put over 
on an unsuspecting public by a group of college 
professors. The Président’s advisérs have beet as 
numerous and as diverse in their points of View as 
the various interests existing in the country at large. 
The New Déal is not all new. Much of it consists 
of measures which have been long in the making. 
It is not complete. The administration is necessarily 
feeling its way. Its parts are not all consistent one 
with another. Action has been dictated by the ne- 
cessity of meeting specific situations, not by’ con- 
formity to a logical pattern. 

The New Deal is not perfect. It is not the ideal 
program of an academic theorist. Included in its 
scores of measures are sothe which experts may crit- 
icise. But government must inevitably compromise 
between the economically desirable and the politically 
feasible. It must satisfy itself, not with Utopia, but 
with the gains which can be realized, here and now. 
It must often accept the lesser evil to serve the 
greater good. 

The administration makes no pretension to in- 
fallibility. Its attitude is frankly experimental. Its 
program is flexible. It stands ready to discard the 
undesirable; to strengthen the weak elements in its 
policy. It is quickly responsive to public opinion. If 
the people want their government to do more or less 
than it is doing, they have only to make their wants 
known. 

The common man will judge the New Deal by its 
purposes and its performance. He will look on it and 
he will call it good,

| MAKING OF CODES, 
ABOUT 300 SIGNED 


A 


URING the eight months of the 
[)ietionar Recovery Administra- 

tion about 300 codes of fair 
competition, affecting all the great 
basic industries, as well as many 
others, have been signed by the 
President and become the law of 
the land. The NRA estimates that 
from 90 to 95 per cent of all indus- 
trial workers are now under codes. 
An outstanding achievement of the 
NRA has been the practical aboli- 
tion of child labor. Minimum 
wages have been fixed under’ the 
codes, and basic hours of labor 
laid down. The right of employes 
to bargain collectively through rep- 
resentatives of their own choosing, 
without interference by employers, 
is specifically set out in the codes, 
in the language of the famous Sec- 
tion 7A of the act creating the Re- 
covery Administration. 

A “clarification” of this much 
controvertible section was written 
into the automobile code, in the 
form of a clause granting employ- 
ers the right to deal with  em- 
ployes on the basis of “individual 
merit,” but Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, 
he National Recovery Administra- 
tor, later said he had sanctioned 
this clause in an unguarded mo- 
ment and it was allowed in no fur- 
ther agreements. The “merit 
clause’ of the automobile code was 
officially held to constitute no 
weakening of Section 7A. 

Widely conflicting views as to the 
social value of the NRA have 
arisen. Senators Borah, Capper, 
Nye and others maintain that in its 
present form it tends to promote 
monopolistic practices and crush 
small business. Gen. Jchnson 
warmly denies this charge. 

Boasts of the NRA. 

In a formal statement on Jan. 2, 
th NRA said that the “plan for 
national industrial self-government” 
had been practically achieved six 
onths after the signing of the Re- 
covery Act by President Roosevelt; 
that the increased pay and the re- 
duction of working hours provided 
by the codes had brought about 
“great improvement in working and 
living conditions throughout the 
country’; that the NRA had pro- 
vided “the means and the method 
hot only of pulling out of the de- 
pression but of hastening a state of 
permanent economic security.” The 
NRA was credited with having giv- 
en American business its long- 
sought opportunity “to co-operate 
br the elimination of practices 
hich were beyond control from 
within and which were destroying 
business itself.” The Recovery Act 
sets aside the Federal anti-trust 
laws to permit this co-operation. 

The same statement asserted that 
“some 4,000,000 -workers”’ had been 
restored to gainful employment as 
& result of the vast administrative 
Processes oof the NRA. Figures 
tiven elsewhere in this article do 
hot bear out this estimate. 

According to the American Fed- 
tration of Labor, we are now en- 
tering a “test period” under code 
Control.

In factory employment alone, the 
department estimated an increase 
of 1,129,000 workers and an ad- 
vance of $30,000,000 in weekly pay- 
rolis for the period from January, 
1983, to January, 1934.

The effect of the depression on 
employment in manufacturing in- 
dustries, and the degree of recov- 
ery that has taken place, are shown 
in the indexes of the Department of 
Labor covering employment and 
payroll totals month by month. The 
12-month average for 1926 equals 
100. In March, 1933, employment 
was 55.1 per cent of the 1926 aver- 
age, whfle payroll totals were down 
to 33.4 per cent. The subsequent 
improvement is indicated by the 
following table of indexes (all 
confined to the manufacturing in- 
dustries) :

Miss Frances Perkins, Secretary 
of Labor, noted in a recent state- 
ment that the decline in the indexes 
from December to January repre- 
sented the release of 70,000 em- 
ployes from gainful employment in 
manufacturing. She estimated that 
the combined decline in empioy- 
ment in manufacturing and non- 
manufacturing industries was 500,- 
000 workers. Miss Perkins observed. 
however, that the slump indicated 
by these figures was seasonal, be- 
ing, in fact, smaller than usual for 
this time of year, when shut-downs 
for inventories and repairs are cus- 
tomary. The drop in the non-man- 
ufacturing field was due in consid- 
erable degree to the release of re- 
tail store employes engaged for the 
Christmas trade. 

The statistics of the Department 
of Labor deal only with employ- 
ment. As to unemployment, those 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor are generally accepted as the 
most accurate that can be obtained. 
Agreéing that approximately 2,000,- 
000 workers had been added by pri- 
vate industry since last March, the 
A. F. of L. reported that at the 
first of this year there were still 
10,769,000 to be absorbed. Of these, 
as we have seen, Government emer- 
gency projects were giving jobs to 
¥4,555,000, leaving more than 6,000,- 
000 without any kind of remunera- 
tive work. 

In a subsequent report, last Mon- 
day, the American Federation of 
Labor said that industrial unem- 
ployment increased in January by 
921,000, or to a total of 11,694,900. 
Estimating that emergency jobs 
had been given to 4,600,000, the fed- 
eration calculated that nearly 7,- 
100,000 were “without the means to 
earn bread.” 

CWA “Standing Army.” . 

If these figures are accurate, the 
reabsorption of workers in normal 
industrial employment since last 
March stands now not at 2,000,000, 
as it did the first of the year, but at 
something over 1,000,000. 

“For two years now,” the federa- 
tion said, “we have maintained a 
standing army of 10,000,000 unem- 
ployed. Shall we continue this pol- 
icy, or give them normal] jobs?” 
The report added that workers’ in- 
comes were still falling short or the 
increase in living costs. In Janu- 
ary, it was estimated, workers’ av- 
erage weekly income was $20.83 in 
16 industries employing nearly two- 
thirds of all non-farm workers. This 
represented an increase of only 75 
per cent over last April, as agninst 
an estimated increase of 16.2 per 
cent in food prices and 27.5 per cent 
in the prices of ciothing and fur- 
nishings in department stores. 
“Thus workers,” the report stated, 
“are steadily losing by price in- 
creases, and we must expect their 
living standards to be further re- 
duced as prices go on upward, un- 
less the NRA program provides for 
wage increases.” | 

The Hunt For Jobs. 
Of all the problems pressing for 
solution as the first year of the 
Roosevelt administration comes to 
an end, none is more exigent than 
that of providing jobs for the un- 
employed—jobs not only for those 
now out of work but also for those 
who will be separated from the gov- 
ernment payroll if the Administra- 
tion carries out its present plan of 
ending the CWA by May 1. Some 
workers will be absorbed by PuBlic 
Works projects; an increasingly 
large number, it is hoped, will find 
jobs in private industry; but even

In good times) 
and bad, it is being made more dif- 
ficult by the’ continued displace- 
ment of men by machinery: the 
National Bureau of Economic Re- 
search has found that from 1929 to 
1932, the average production per 
worker in factories increased 12 per 
cent. 

There is widespread agreenient 
that the problem can be succezsful- 
ly attacked only by a further short- 
ening of the work week without re- 
duction of the weekly wage. 

No less an authority than Gen. 
‘Johnson holds this view. He ex- 
pressed it forcibly in an interview 
published in the Post-Dispatch on 
Jan. 13. He did not believe that in- 
dustry in general could now supryort 
a flat 30-hour week, but he said 
that a substantial shortening of 
hours was impefative. 

The avérage work week under the 
present NRA codes is 38 hours. The 
pre-NRA average was 41. The 
American Federation of Labor, 
which is campaigning for a 30-hour 
week, as provided for in the Black 
bill passed by the Senate before the 
creation of the NRA, estimates that 
it would take a 26-hour week at 
the present. industrial levels to put 
all the unemployed to work. With 
the present hours, the federation 
says, there would be 4,000,000 unem- 
ployed even if industry should get 
back to its 1929 level. 

The conclusion cannot be escaped: 
Permanent jobs must be provided, 
or some permanent form of dole. 


THE GOVERNMENT 
AND THE FARMER 


HE agricultural adjustment ad- 
ministration is conducting what 
Secretary Wallace calls an “or 
derly retreat from surplus ‘acre- 
age.” In the effort to balance pro- 
duction with consumption—a con- 
sumption greatly reduced by the 
shrinkage in export trade—farmers 
are being paid to take land out of 
cultivation. The cost of this am- 
bitious expériment in social con- 
trol is paid in part from direct ap- 
propriations to the AAA and in 
larger part from the new processing 
taxes, which fall ultimately upon 
the consumer. In the last analysis, 
of course, the operations of the 
AAA represent a shifting of bur- 
dens from one class of the popula- 
tion to another, but this is held to 
be justified on the ground that a 
prosperous agriculture is essential 
to the general welfare. . 
“As things are now,” says Se 
retary Wallace, “our millions of sur- 
plus acres breed nothing but con- 
fusion, poverty and waste. As long 
as we renjain a creditor nation with 
high tariff policies, refusing to ac- 
cept foregn goods in payment, those 
acres should not be tilled.” At pres- 
ent, says Wallace, we are merely 
" with the situation until 
the American people are ready to 
face facts.”

Results of AAA. 


What have been the chief activi- 
ties of the AAA and their result? 

First as to cotton. In return for 
plowing under 10,000,000 acres of 
the 1933 crop, the cotton farmers of 
the South have received $112,000,000 
in cash benefits and an  addi- 
tional $48,000,000 in options on cot- 
ton inherited from the stabilization 
operations of the old Federal Farm 
Board. 


The crop was held down to 13,-) 
177,000 bales; had it not been for 
the reduction in acreage, the AAA’ 


estimates that the yield would have 
gone to 17,500,000 bales, with a dis- 
astrous effect on prices. The high 
yield per acre—the highest since 
1885—was not dué, the AAA says, 
to intensified cultivation of the re- 
duced acreage, but to an unusually 
favorable growing season. 

The total 1933 income of the 
South from cotton is estimated by 
Secretary Wallace at $860,000,000, or 
double the incotne from the 1932 
crop. The spot price of cotton on 
March 3, 1933, was a little over 
6 cents a pound. It is about twice 
that today. Secretary Wallace 
holds that the results amply prove 
the effectiveness of the program. 

‘The goal for this yéar is the 
withdrawal of 15,000,000 acres, to re- 
duce the planted acreage to 25,000,- 
000. It is estimated that the co- 
operating farmers will receive $130, 
000,000 in cash benefits. 

The Bankhead Bill. 

The Bankhead bill pending in 
Congress would substitute compul- 
sion for the present voluntary sys- 
tem by limiting this year’s crop to 
9,500,000 bales and placing a heavy 
tax on cotton sold in excess of that 
limit. President Roosevelt has in- 
dorsed the principle of this bill. 

The AAA’s wheat plan, applicable 
to the crop coming in this year, 
called for a reduction of 15 per 
cent from the average seedings for 
the period 1930 to 1932. Contracts 
were ed by about one-half of 
the 1,200,000 wheat growers, con< 
trolling 80 per cent of the acreage.

N TERMS of dollars, the export 
[trade of the United States in- 

Creased from $1,611,000,000 in 1982 
to $1,675,000,000 in 1938, or about 4 
per cent. The volume of exports 
remained pfactically the same, the 
dollar intreasé being due to the de- 
cline in the gold valyée of the dollar. 
The figures for 1933 and 1932 com- 
pare with an average of $4,777,000,- 
000 for 1926 to 1930. Sincé that pe- 
riod there has been a decréase of 
65 per cent. 

From 19382 to 1933 theré was a 
reduction of 21 per cent in the gold 
value of United States exports, as 
compared with an average of 10 
per cent for 46 countries. 

Both in quantity and dollar value, 
United States exports rosé sub 
stantially in the second half of 
1933 as compared with the fifst 
half. In this increase, the “parfa- 
mount” factor, as pointed out in 
the Cotnmmerce Reports of the Unit- 
ed States Department of Commerce, 
was the lower exchange value of 
the dollar. Domestic wholesale 
prices wére about 18 per cent high- 
er in December than ih March, 
while the exchange valué of the 
dollar was about 36 pér cent lower. 
Thus a given quantity of goid cur 
réncy purchased roughly 56 per 
cent more United States goods in 
December than in March. 

The Dollar Abroad. 

The increase in United States im- 
ports was from $1,323,000,000 in 
1932 to $1,449,000,000 in 1933, or 10 
per cent. The 1933 total represents 
a decreasé of 64 per cent from the 
average of $4,033,000,000 for the pe- 
riod of 1926-30. Toward the end of 
1933, the seasonally adjusted value 
of imports, exclusive of spirits and;

. Gen. Taylor’s letter was found 
recently by Philip C. Coghlan, a 


Post-Dispatch proofreader, among 


his father’s effects. It is written 
in short, broad characters, almost 
as inky as if done with a brush, 
and is dated “Camp near Monterey, 
Mexico, July 7, 1847.” 

“My brave young countryman,” 
the General wrote, “I have read 
your letter with feelings of pride, 
interest and pleasure. While I 
greatly admire and appreciate your 
patriotic feelings, which induced 
you to offer your services to aid 
in carrying on this war, yet from 
long experience in military matters, 
I must say you are of too tender 
an age to endure the hardships 
common to a camp life; the long 
marches the troops have to make 
under an almost tropical sun re- 
quire men of mature age, physical 
ability and great endurance; even 
many such have sunk under the 
fatigues and privations—many more 
than have fallen by the bullets of

“I must therefore recommend to 
you not to think of taking the field 
as a soldier in any capacity for 
some years to come, but continue 
to cherish the patriotic sentiments 
you have expressed, as well as love 
of country, so as to be ready to fly 
to her standard when your services 
are required, and even to lay down 
your life for her should the sacri- 
fice be necessary.

Superintendent Pring Lists Them Among 17) 
Varieties He Has Originated in 
20 Years. 


Six new tropical lily hybrids, orig- 
inated at Shaw’s Garden, are an- 
nounced in its current bulletin, de- 
scribing and picturing in colors the 
world’s finest group of these sum- 
mer flowers. 

No less than 18 water-lilies are 
listed in this record of 20 years’ 
achievement. All but one are hy- 
brids originated here, and that one 
is the Nymphaea Burttii, discov- 
ered in Africa after a 12-year 
search for the “lost yellow lily,” and 
flowered here for the first time in 
the civilized world. Believed at 
first to be the “lost lily,” Nymphaea 
Stuhlmannii, never rediscovered 
after a German botanist sent a sec- 
tion of a dried flower to the Ber- 
lin herbarium in 1890, it was found 


cle only in a terse sentence, “Up to 
the present time only four really’ 
viviparous water-lilies had been 
available, and all were in shades of 
blue.” 
Titled Only by Numbers. 

Offspring of the yellow Burttii 
and the blue viviparous Tricker hy- 
brid, “Independence,” the new hy- 
prids, unlike the “St. Louis,” are 
known prosaically by numbers in- 
stead of names. The best of them, 
in Pring’s opinion, is the cream “M. 
B. G. 96” sea-foam in colors ac- 
cording to Ridgway color stand- 
ards, and in size and number of 
sepals resembling the opulent night- 
blooming lotos group.

Tower Aerial. 


ONSTRUCTION of a 200-fodt 
(Ciransmission aerial for WIL, 

similar to those used by WLW, 
Cincinnati, and WSM, Nashville, 
Tenn.; is being pressed and should 
be finished within about six 
weeks. The steel tower is being 
erected on the roof of the Mel- 
bourne Hotel. Its tip will be 350 
feet above the sidewalk on Lindell 
boulevard. Such aerials enable sta- 
tions to cover their fields with a 
more even signal. The tower of 
steel beams swells from small ends 
to a considerable center diameter.

“No wonder,” said Klingler, “that 
steel men, and railroad men and 
the men in scores of businesses are 
so interested in the way the auto- 
mobile business goes.”

Has 48 Spark Plugs 


Spark plugs ‘have been found in 
many queer places, but about the 
last place one would expect to en- 
counter them is in the semi-diesel 
motor of the new streamlined 
Union Pacific high speed train 
which is making a tour of the 
country. 

Yet, according to Otto C. Rohde, 
chief engineer of the Champion 
Spark Plug Co., Toledo, there are 
48 Champion plugs in the distillate 
burning 600 horsepower motor 
which helps the new train develop 
the 110 miles an hour it is designed 
to make. 

Spark plugs are not’ commonly 
associated with Diesel engines, 
Rohde said, but the temporary mo- 
tor in this train is a semi-Diesel, 
burning a kerosene mixture, and 
its charges are fired by plugs just 
as in the ordinary automobile.

YORK 


NEW YORK, March 3. 

HEN real winter comes to 

Manhattan the city more near- 

ly approaches the simplicity 
and neighboriiness of the New 
York of half a century ago. A 
heavy blizzard constitutes a sort of 
minor but common emergency, a 
problem to be tackled with a cer- 
tain civic gaiety. Strangers push 
each others’ cars out of snow banks. 
Policemen are more helpful than is 
customary in getting pedestrians 
through traffic. Commuting office 
workers arrive late and nobody 
cares, 

Tavern keepers prepare for calls 
for Tom and Jerry from oldtimers, 
and\Paddy Raffertty appears on the 
Plaza cab rank with his ancient 
sleigh and buffalo robes to drive 
gay young people through Central 
Park to the astonishment of street 
urchins, who have never seen a 
sleigh before. We were at the 
opera the night of last week’s bliz- 
zard and such a collection of old- 
time furs, earmuffs under shiny 
toppers and a few old tall fur hats 
hasn’t been seen since the memo- 
rable snowfall in ’88. 

Later that night, about 3:30 to be 
exact, we walked from Murray Hill 
up Fifth avenue to our home in 
Fifty-eighth street. In 20 blocks 
we saw only three people, two of 
whom were officers and the other a 
youth who had fallen into a snow- 
drift outside the University Club.

E reported, a fortnight since,

Stein’s daffy opera called “Four 
Saints in Three Acts.” The nofe- 
such has eventually arrived in town 
and you aren’t welcome as a dinner 
conversationalist unless you've seen 
it. The Manhattan premiere was, 
perhaps, the high point of the thea- 
ter season and the intelligentsia in 
tortoise glasses and the representa- 
tives of fashion with monocles de- 
scended in an avalanche of broad- 
cloth on the old Forty-ninth Street 
Theater. 

Everyone had a dandy time ex- 
cept the music critics and drama 
reporters, whe-were just as baffled 
as the next man, but had to write 
about it and try to make sense. 
The words are simply meaningless, 
either grammatically or by impli- 
cation or suggestion, the stage busi- 
ness and movement is the last word 
in baroque insanity, but Virgil 
Thompson’s music, sung by a cast of 
60 odd Negroes attired in blazing 
and absurd saint’s costumes, is 
pretty grand stuff at times.

WASHINGTON U. HAS 4905 
STUDENTS; 114 DROP IN YEAR 


Enrollment Includes 2746 Taking 
Full-Time Work; Evening Ex- 
tension Classes Gain. 


Washington University has an 
enroliment of 4905 students in all 
departments, 114 fewer than it had 
@ year ago, it announced yesterday. 


Included are 2746 full-time stu- 
dents. The evening classes in ex- 
tension work show a gain of 194 
pupils. 

The decrease in full-time students 
in the last year has been 270, or 
less than 10 per cent. At the end 
of the last semester 128 full-time 
students dropped out, the smallest 
number to quit the campus at that 
time in several years. 

University officials gave the fol- 
lowing reasons for the trend to- 
wards a diminishing loss of stu- 
dents: A special arrangement by 
the College of Liberal Arts for 
freshmen entering in midyear; the 
opportunity for those working their 
way to get CWA employment; a 
more serious attitude towards class 
work, resulting in fewer failures: 
general improvement of economic 
conditions. A change in CWA reg- 
ulations has made possible the ad- 
dition of more than 60 students to 
the CWA work rolls. It is expected 
the entire quota of 296 will be filled 
this week.

STAR’S 1901 CATASTROPHE 
DESECRIBED BY ASTRONOMER 


Brilliance of Body Increased 25,000 


|. Times, But Nobody Knows 


What Happened. 

PASADENA, Cal., March 3. —- A 
catastrophe which happened in 1901 
to the star Nova Persei, causing it 
to throw off great volumes of gas 
which is now speeding out into 
space at a rate of 775 miles a sec- 
ond, has enabled Milton L. Huma- 
son to measure accurateiy its dis- 
tance from the earth. 

“This faint star flared up sud- 
denly until in two days it was as 
brilliant as any in the sky,” Huma- 
son told fellow astronomers at the 
Carnegie Institution’s Mount Wil- 
son Observatory. 

“Its brightness increased 25,000 
times. The star retained most of 
its brilliance four or five months, 
then gradually became fainter and 
fainter until it has returned to ap- 
proximately its original magnitude 


and is no longer visible to the naked 


eye. 

“Just what caused the catastro- 
phe scientists have been unable to 
explain. It may have been a col- 
lision with another star or a small- 
er body, or it may have been the 
sudden release for below its sur- 
face of energy believed to be stured 
in atoms.” 

Humason calculated’ the star’s 
distance from the earth at 2000 
light years, or 12,000,000,000,000,000 
miles. The distance formerly had 
been estimated at 350 light years.

a plan to provide dental care to 
needy children at reduced rates 


was announced by the City Health). 
division yesterday as another step| 


toward giving every St. Louisan 
adequate preventive health service. 

The plan, which sets maximum 
fees for the needy at a fraction of 
the usual fees, was unanimously 
adopted by St. Louis Dental So- 
ciety as an emergency measure, on 
the showing of a survey that 95 per 
cent of all school-children, probably 
150,000 children in all, were suffer- 
ing from neglected teeth. 

A great part of that neglect, u 
committee of dentists reported to 
the society, was due to the inabil- 
ity of many parents to pay the 
regular fee and their reluctance to 
ask for charity. For these chil- 
dren, the co-operating dentists 
adopted a maximum scale, includ- 
ing such strikingly reduced items 
as 25 cents for an extraction if sim- 
ple; $1 if difficult. 

Dentists Respond Promptly. 

These children form but one of 
three classes. Those unable to pay 
anything may obtain the preventive 
services free of charge, but those 
able to puy usual fees will be ex- 
pected to do so. Children of needy 
families, however, will be eligible 
for the free or reduced-fee service 
from pre-school age through high 
school. 

In the last week the Health Di- 
vision has sent letters to about 
500 reputable dentists, both mem- 
bers and non-members of the Den- 
tal Society. Replies already are 
pouring in, said Health Commis- 
sioner Bredeck, at a rate to indi- 
cate virdtually 100 per cent co-oper- 
ation. Lists of those co-operating 
in each neighborhood will be given 
to the schools and social agenvies. 

Although dental clinics are work- 
ing at top speed at the 10 City 
Health Centers, it was explained 
they could not provide for all the 
children needing dental care. 

Doctors Co-operate. 

A somewhat similar plan, along 
lines which have reduced the diph- 
theria death rate in Detroit to a 
fraction of what it was only a few 
days ago, has been adopted by 
about 1000 St. Louis physicians in 
co-operation with the Health Divi- 
sion and St. Louis Medical Society. 
Both members and non-members of 
the society have set aside hours at 
which they will vaccinate children 
against smallpox and administer 
toxoid to prevent diphtheria. 
Those unable to pay usual fees may 
obtain each service at $1, while 
those unable to pay anything may 
have them free. 

Lists of the physicians in each 
neighborhood, with the hours. they 
designated for the preventive treat- 
ments, have been given to school- 
teachers so that parents of children 
needing them, and without a regu- 
larg physician can select a physi- 
cian in walking distance. 

Recently when three cases of 
smallpox were found here, none of 
the three patients had ever been 
vaccinated. Vaccination of one 
promptly after exposure mitigated 
his illness to a very light form, 
and, to prevent an epidemic, 600 
persons exposed to the disease were 
vaccinated in two days.

CHICAGO. 
O OTHER sculptor 
in the world ever 
had such a commis- 
sion as was given to Malvina 
Hoffman. The directors of the 
Field Museum of Natural His- 
tory here said to her, in 
effect, ‘‘Go to every corner of 
the world and reproduce in 
bronze the peoples of the 
earth. Don’t pose them in 
formal attitudes, but immor- 

talize them at their work and play.”’ 
The sculptures which Miss Hoffman 
made as a result of that phenomenal 
assignment are now nearly all com- 
pleted. Ninety-one of them have been 
assembled in Chauncey Keep Memorial 
Hall at the Field Museum. When Miss 
Hoffman has completed the nine re- 
maining figures that the contract calls 
for, each race and impor- 
tant racial variant will be 

represented. 

She traveled many 
thousands of miles. Her 
models were Breton wom- 
en in their Sunday hats, 
naked African tribesmen, 
a Tibetan jewel merchant, 
a primitive Ainu of 
Japan, a Basque fisher- 
man. It was, she has 
written, a ‘‘peaceful head- 
hunting expedition.”’ 

In more ways than one 
the Field Museum exhibit 
of the Races of Mankind 
is a departure from tradi- 
tional anthropology. Hith-

erto the custom has been to make plas- 
ter figures to represent racial types. 
These were never very successful. The 
idea of getting a sculptor of major 
rank to do figures in bronze originated 
some years ago with officials of the 
Field Museum. In particular, Henry 
Field, the youthful assistant curator 
of physical anthropology, was enthus- 
iastic about it. 

He had seen in the Corcoran Gallery 
in Washington six bronzes of African 
Negroes that not only recorded racial 
lineaments and type. but-as well they 
did what no plaster models could do— 
they caught a sense of living beings. 
But, unfortunately, the sculptor, Her- 
bert Ward, was dead. 

At about this time Marshall Field, 
who lives in New York, heard that the 
museum was interested in finding a 
sculptor to model the races of the 
world. While in Chicago he suggested 
to Henry Field the name of Miss Hoff- 
man, in whose work he had become 
very much interested. Miss Hoffman 
came to Chicago and submitted an 
estimate of the cost of such a com- 
mission. It was a figure that bore 
some resemblance to the current war 
debt. The trustees of the museum 
asked the sculptress to reduce it 
to an absolute minimum, which she 
did. And still it was much larger 
than the $50,000 Chauncey Keep fund 
which it had been decided would be 
expended for the project. 

Marshall Field guaranteed an ad- 
ditional $100,000 and the contract 
with Miss Hoffman was signed. Later 
Mrs. Stanley Field and Mrs. Charles 
Schweppe made generous contributions 
to the fund. After completing some 
types in her New York and Paris stu- 
dios, Miss Hoffman set out around the 
world, by way of the Pacific, accompa- 
nied by her husband, Samuel B. Grim-

NEW YORK. 
OR the first time in 
the history of the 
American stage, a 
show has been built 
almost entirely 
around living 
celebrities. T h e 
great and the near 
great — men and 
women who are or 
who have recently been very much in 
the public eye—are trotted out on the 
boards and lampooned unmercifully 
through satirical impersonations and 
allusions, Ut is just as if some of the 
amateur performers of some of the 
Gridiron Club’s dinners had turned 
‘‘pro’’ and gone before the public with 
their roasting of officials high in gov- 
ernmental affairs. Nobody is too high 
or mighty or sacrosanct to escape, and 
the strangest part of it is that most of 
the persons lampooned don't mind it 
at all. At any rate, they say they don’t, 
and they always laugh good-naturedly 
when questioned about it. 

‘‘As Thousands Cheer” is the name 
of the piece. Irving Berlin and Moss 
Hart are the authors. It is a musical 
play built up on the pattern of a top- 
ical revue, with the personalities of 
politics furnishing most of the topics. 
The work is holding forth at the Music 
Box Theater and is said to show prom- 
ise of outstripping ‘“‘Of Thee I Sing”’ 
in popularity. In some respects, it is 
similar to that success of three years 
ago, but it goes to much greater 
lengths in its satire and burlesque. 
Even such august personages as King 
George and Queen Mary of England 
and the Prince of Wales are made the 
butts of some extremely daring fool- 
ishness. 

Former President Herbert Hoover 
and his wife are shown, in_ the 
flesh, giving the ‘‘razzberry’’ over 
the telephone to former Secretary 
of State Stimson. This will give 
a general idea of the lengths to 
which the show goes.
